BANDITS GOT $100,000 


Thrilling Hold Up of Union 
, I Pacific Express Train. 


MOHEY BELOHGEti TO UHOLE SAM". 


It W«» En Route For Manila to P«y 


American Soldier*—Vntoonm Outlaw 
Band the Robber*—Now 
Deapcrate'lr to B»cape. 
Table Rock, Wy.. Aug. 31.—As a re- 


•ult of the robbery of the New York and 
Pacific Coast limited of the Union Pacific 
four bandits secured $100,000 in curren- 
cy belonging to the troops of Manila, and 
the robbers are fighting their way fiercely 
egHHist heavy, odds iu order to escape 
with their booty. 


It was one of the most dramatic eases 


of railroad robbery on record. The big 
through train was speeding across the 
Red desert east of here and had. reached 
2^ joules west of Tipton Station, 5S 
miles west of Rawlius. about 8 o'clock, 
when a masked unan who had got aboard 
fomewhere farther east leaped from the 
baggage car on to the tender of the en- 
gine and* covering the engineer with a 
Winchester, ordered him to stop at a 
bonfire a little distance along the line. 
When the bonfire was reached, three oth- 
er bandits, carrying heavy rifles and 
wearing masks, came forward. 


Badly Frlffbtcned. 


The messenger was ordered from the 


express car under pain of beinp blown 
up, and several shots were fired through 
the cur to hasten -his descent. Then the 
outlaws emptied their ritlen ut the coach- 
es to ketip inquisitive passengers buck. 
This spread a report among the latter 
that the banditti were coming back to go 
through the curs, and a panic ensued. 


TlKi.paBuengvrs hid their valuables in 


every conceivable place, and one lady 
swallowed a large diamond she had plac- 
ed iu her mouth for safety. The bandits 
ehot at one passenger to scare him. An- 
other ou«*began walking around, and a 
robber knocked him down with the bu't 
of h*H Winchester and told him to lie 
there or he would get killed. Another 
old man, who WHS deaf, put his head out 
uf the car window und just withdrew it 
in time to save hi* life. 
He hud not 


hcord the robber's orders. 


The bandits worked very coolly. The 


exprt'KH cur was detached from the train, 
run forward a few yards and was simply 
blown to pieces with dyuamite. The bswi- 
dits took two bags of gold and paper, 
money from the wreck, threw the booty 
across their hoi-sew, which they had tied 
to a telegraph pole, and in a moment 
were galloping away, tiring their rlUos ut 
the train as they departed.

"Four powers have finally declared that 


Li Hung Chang is acceptable to them as 
peace envoy for China, two question nut 
only Li Hung Chang's credentials, but 
the power of the government to approve 
his acts, and one wishes to know more 
about the credentials he holds before it 
is willing to treat through him. 


"This sums up the international situa- 


tion with respect to China. It could hard- 
ly be snore satisfactory, viewed fiorn the 
American (standpoint. An active inter- 
change of views took place today between 
capitals of Europe and Japan and Wash- 
ington, and as a result it is likely that 
pressur.e will be applied to the two pow-- 
c'rs anxious to remain in Peking to iu-t 
duce them to withdraw simultaneously 
\yith the evacuation by the other allies. 
: "The powers which object to the Rus- 
sian proposition are Germany and Italy. 
Those favoring it are the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Japan and KUH- 
siu. The powers which question Li Hung 
Chang's credentials and the ability of the 
imperial government to enforce the terms 
he may make are Germany and Italy, 
while France would like to know more 
about the credentials before negotiations 
begin. The (governments to which Li 
U\ing Chang are acceptable are the Unit- 
ed States, Russia, Great Britain and Ja- 
pan. Confidence is expressed that France 
will not be obstinate in the matter, but 
will join the quartet. With five powers 
acting iu unison, Germany uud Italy will 
•fhrii', it fs thought here, lie compelled by 
thV^heor wejght of the opposition to join 
ill withdrawing from Peking and begin- 
ning peace negotiations with the Chinese 
v iceroy."

THE BELIEF OF PEKING 


How the Allies Were Welcomed 


by Beleaguered Envoys.

"A medal will be struck cotnmemorat- 


It will bear the 
egcud, 'Men, not walls, make a city.' 


"In the grounds of the British legation, 


vlu-re a handful of men withstood the 
millions of the Chinese capital for 5B 
ays, a memorable celebration is iu prog- 
ess tonight in vindication of that princi- 
!e. Missionaries assembled about the bell 
ower are singing the 'Doxology,' rockets 
re blnzing and soldiers and civilians of 
11 nationalities are fraternizing. 
The 


vomen are applauding the sound of the 
nujjon that are smashing the yellow 
oofs of the forbidden city. 


''The tired Sikhs lire planting their 


ents on the lawn, nnd the American and 
lussian contingents are lighting camp- 
ires along tin- strett-h of turf extending 
ji-yond the Tartar wall. 


"Through the ruins of the foreign set- 
letncnt an eager, cosmopolitan crowd is 
outline, Indians. Cossacks, legation la- 
ics, diplomats, Americans from the Phil- 
ppines and French disciplinarians from

''Resident foreigners welcome the luxu-

too. 
"Back of the United States legation is 


i work named Fort Myers, which the 
narines held, completely screening both 
sides of the walls, with steps leading to 
it. There is a loophole barrier across 
tlie wall which faces a MUiilar Chinese 
work a few yards uway. Another wall 
bars Legation street in front of the Ger- 
man legation, and confronting the ene- 
my's barricades within those limits arc 
yet more walls, enabling the foreigner* 
:o contract the area of defense if pressed. 


Wrecked by Shot und Shell. 


"The tops of the American and British 


.mildingu were badly torn by the Chinese 
shells. The rest of the foreign settlement 
was almost demolished. Two thousand 
.•ight hundred shells Tell there during th.- 
.lirst three weeks, of the bombardment,; 
400 in one day. 
Bueketfuls of bullets 


were gathered in the grounds. 


"Four hundred nnd fourteen people liv- 


.•d in the compound through the greater 
part of the siege. Three hundred und tout 
marines, nssUted by 80 voluntceis. com- 
manded by the Knglish captain I'oole, de- 
fended the place. Eleven civilians were 
killed and 10 wounded. Fifty-four 11111- 


sailort, A\cre killed und 11:J 
rincs aud 
wounded, 
'The reception which the survivors 


gave the army was worth the hardships 
the troops hud undergone. The entrance 
was not spectacular. Sir Alfred (Jasclee, 
with his staff :uid a company of Sikhs, 
waded up a bed of sewage in the canal 


iidcr the Tartar wall. The besieged re- 


moved the barricades, and when the gate-.- 
swung invard and the British colors tip 
pealed there arose a great continuous 
cheer on both bides. 


"(iCMieralb, soldiers und correspondents 


scrambled up the bunks through tho tilth, 
elbowing to be first. Mi-u nnd women sur- 
rounded the rescuers and shook the hands 
of the Sikhs, patting them on the back. 
Everybody WIIH bustled excitedly along 
into the legation grounds, where the col- 
ors were planted. The soldiers surround- 
ed the well which had beuu the salvation 
of the besieged. 


"The ministers and officers demanded 


the latest news on both sides. 


"An hour afterward General Chaffee, 


riding at the head of the Fourteenth 
United States infantry, marched to the 
Tartar wall. An American marine who 
wan on top of the wall shouted: "-You are 
just iu time! We need you in our busi- 
ness.' 
" 'Where can we get in?' said General 


Chaffee. 
" 'Through the canal. The British en- 


tered there two hours ago," was the re- 
sponse. 
Tho American general looked 


disappointed. 


"Although the Americans entered be- 


hind the last of the British forces, their 
reception was just as enthusiastic as if 
they had been first. When the stars and 
stripes emerged into view, Mr. Tewkx- 
bury, the missionary, cried, 'Americans, 
cheer your flag!' Ladies waved their 
handkerchiefs, and the soldiers cheered 
the ladies.

The Bravery ot the Women. 


"The bravery of the women during the 


siege was noteworthy. They became so 
accustomed to lire that it was difficult to 
restrain them from walking about the 
grounds at all times. 


"When a proposal was made to petition 


the t«ung-H-yaraen for vegetables, some 
said tkey would rather starve than take 
help from that quarter. The yarueu's 
food supply was a farce, only sufficient 
for cue day. When meat was asked, for, 
the reply was that this could not be fur- 
nished because a state of war existed in 
Peking. 


"The tsuug-li-yaroen placarded a proc- 


lamation exhorting the people to kill all 
foreigners because the latter hud made 
•war on China in attacking the lorts at 
Taku. 


"The legations were fiercely attacked 


from July 17 to July 25. At the latter 
date a nominal truce wan agreed to and 
extended to Aug. S, although the Chinese 
repeatedly violated it. There was consid- 
erable rifle tire from Aug. 3 to Aug. 11, 
and then the Chinese mounted smooth 
bores. The inniustuy of the foreigners 
was an old gnu used by the British in 
18UO, which was found in a junk shop 
by Mitchell, the American gunner. This 
was mountvd on a llussian carriage 
found by un Italian. Ammunition Mas 
fitted to it, and it was christened 'the In 
tei national Gun.' 


"The foreigners remarked that relief 


had been long delayed, but they insisted 
that they had never despaired of the 
outcome. The Chinese are said to admit 
thut they lost 3,000 killed during the 
siege. The foreigners did not waste their 
ammunition, shooting only when a target 
wits in evidence. The Chinese method, ou 
the other hand, was a continuous, heavy 
and indiscriminate fire. The enemy would 
advance to the barricades at night, creep- 
ing up with their arms tilled with bricks, 
and in the morning the foreigners would 
find u new wall a few feet closer. Finally 
the barricades ctime bo close that talking 
could be distinctly heard. 


"During the last two nights the Chi- 


nese ollicers urged their men to charge 
the foreigners und exterminate them be- 
fore the international forces could arrive. 
The Chinese soldiery replied that they 
could not stand the bayonets. On the 
night before the relief they tired several 
thousand rounds, the foreigners replying 
with two shots only. The Chinese artil- 
lery and soldiers in Peking were appar- 
ently much inferior to those encountered 
in the lighting at Ticn-tsiu. 


IJllIli-uIUoM of (he March. 


"The relief of Peking was a untabh 


achievement chiefly for tho forced march 
of four almost independent armies over a 
single diflicult road and in sickening 
•w cather. 


"The opposition offered by the Chinos.' 


dwindled steadily each day until the re- 
lieving columns were in front of Peking 
The defense of the city, considering tin 
possibilities of the case, was exceeding^ 
weak. The Japanese are still hammering 
away ut thu wall of the northeast sec- 
tion, which has not yet been entered. 
Probably the Chinese concentrated their 
forces there, thus giving the Americans 
and English a comparatively easy path. 
The American^ advanced aloiiK the left 
of the canal under fine cover, the Four- 
teenth infantry leading, with the Ninth

From a hill Captain Keilly shelled n pa 
goda over the Chu-hua gate until the in- 
fantry got close in. The Fourteenth rcg 
iment vas extended under cover bcfote 
the wall, about 300 yards away, when 
Company E scaled the comer near the 
gate under the fire of sharpshooters. 
Lieutenant Gohn planted the regimental 
fiag. The regiment then crowded with 
the Russians through the jjate unoppos- 
ed, but every side of the streets leading 
to the Tartar wall along which the sol-

ish legation the American troops stared 
in amazement and inquired if there wns a 
lawn party in progress. They had ex- 
pected to find the relieved in a worse con- 
dition than themselves, whereas the con- 
trast between the appearance of the res- 
cued and the rescuers was surprisingly 
In favor of the former.

The coun- 
try was deep with sand, and the route 
lay through shndeless fields of tall, thin 
corn. The Japanese possessed the great- 
er endurance, and, being provided with 
the best transports, they made the pace. 
The llussians held second place most of 
the time. The Americans and ICuglish 
were pushed t^ the utmost to keep up. 


"General Fuknshima said the Japanese 


might have reached Peking two days be- 
fore, 
lie probably spoke the truth. 


They seemed never to rest. Their caval- 
ry aud scouting parties were thrashing 
the country ahead and on their flanks, 
and their outposts kept in constant con- 
tact with the enemy, pressing the latter 
so closely that they threw away tbeir 
pots, sleeping mats and clothing."

HISTORIC PITCHERS. 
t 


The table, the famous board at which 


w« all have beard, yet none or but very 
few of us have seen, I myself among the 
fortunate few, says Mr. M. H. Spielman 
In his "History of Punch:" As a piece of 
furniture this hospitable but rather prim- 
itive piece of Joinery is not of much ac- 
count, the top being of plain deal (pace 
Thackeray's "Mahogany Tree"), oblong 
in shape with rounded ends. But its as- 
sociations render it a treasure among 
tmiinres, a rich and priceless gem. For 
at) this table nearly every man upon the 
staff hns: from the day it was made sat 
HIM} carved his initials upon it with a pen- 
kntfe when officially- elevated to Punch's 
peerage.' At > eaoh has died his successor 
baa. taken his place, just'as the Instltut de 
France creates immortals to- fill the1 chairs 
made vacant-by death, .and bo has cut bis 
Initials or his mark close by those of the 
men who- occupied the place before him. 
There they are, staring at you from the 
table like so many abecedarian skeletons 
at the feast, and if you take a furtive and 
hasty peep from the doorway and lift the 
green protective cloth you catch sight 
nearest-yon of a "D; M." (Du Maurler) in 
close company with a beautifully cut "W. 
M. T." (William Makepeace Thackeray), 
and a monogram matic leech inside a bot- 
tle flanked, by a "J." and an "Ii." (John 
Tieaob)V and- you gaze with deep interest 
on the handiwork of them and of the rest, 
many o.f whom have carved-their names, 
as on tnat table, deep into England's roll 
of fame. 


Thomas Hood's "Song of the Shirt 


was one of Punch's great successes, and at 
this table its merits were first discussed. 
A woman, with a half starved infant at 
the breast, was "charged at the Lambeth 
police court with pawning her roaster's 
goods, for which sbo bad to give £3 secu- 
rity. H«r husband had died by an accident 
and had left her with two children to sup- 
port, and sho obtained by her needle for 
the maintenance of herself and family 
what her master called the'good living 
of•? shillings a week." Punch was al 
once aglow with redhot indignation, and 
in an article entiUed "Famine and Fash- 
Ion" proposed an advertisement such as 
this for the firm that employed her: 
Holland coats tram two and threo uro shown 
By Hunger's liHgcnrd lingers neatly sewn, 
Embroldurod tunics for your infant made— 
The oyes are sightless now tbut worked the 


braid. 


Rich vests of velvet at this mart nppcnr, 
Each one bedliuin'd by some poor .widow's tear 
And riding habits formed for maid or wife, 
All cheap—aye, ladles, chonp as pauper life. 
For mourning suita this ia the fitting mart, 
For.every garment help'd to break a heart. 


The subject touched Hood more power 


fully perhaps than others, for his nature 
was essentially gravo and sympathetic. As 
he himself had said, it was only for hi 
livelihood that ho wan a lively Hood, al 
though-ho was always brimming over 
with comicalities, and ha never felt more 
deeply the dignity of his profession anc 
his own force and weight than when h 
was engaged on eerious work. So Hood 
conjured up his "Song of the Shirt," 
moved by the revelations of poor seam- 
stresses who received, as it appeared, 5 
farthings a shirt, out of which sum they 
had to find their own needles. Mark Lem- 
on told Mr. Joseph Hatton that Hood had 
"accompanied the poem with u few lines 
in which he expressed the fear that it was 
hardly suitable for Punch and leaving it 
between bis discretion and the waste pa- 
per basket" It had, said Hood, already 
been rejected by three papers, and he was 
sick of tlio sight of it. Mark Lemon 
brought the poem up at tho table, where 
the majority of the staff protested nguinst 
its inclusion in a comic, paper. But Lumen 
was determined, und, after all, was-it not 
for a Christmas number that he destined 
it—a number in which something, serious, 
pathetic, with a note of pity and love, was 
surely no.t out of place? .. • • ' 
; 


The effect of its publication was tremen- 


dous. The poem ivent through tho lund 
like wildfire. Nearly every paper quoted 
it, headed by The Times. It was tho talk 
of the hour, the talk of the country. It 
went straight to John Bull's kind, bour- 
geois, sympathetic heart, just as Curlyle 
declared that Buskin's truths had "pierced 
like 'arrows"' into his. The authorship, 
too, was vigorously canvassed with intense 
Interest - Dickens, with that keen insight 
and critical faculty which bad enabled him 
almost alone among literary experts to de- 
tect the sex of George Eliot, then an un- 
known writer, was one of .the few who at 
once named the writer of the verses. And 
it was well for Hood that be had proof of 
the authorship, for one of the luost curi- 
ous things connected with the poem was 
the number of persons who bad the incom- 
prehensible audacity to claim it. 
i 


: Pnnob shared-handsomely in the glory 
of the poet, and its circulation tripled on 
the strength of it. And Mrs. Hood, poor 
soul, triumphed in her prophecy, for had 
she not said and maintained in spite of 
each successive rejection from foolish edi- 
tors: "Now, mind, Hood, mark rny words? 
this will tell wonderfully. . It is. one of the 
best things yon overdid.". And so this 
song, which in spite of its defects still 
thrills, -you as you read,.achieved such n 
popularity that for sudden and enthusias- 
tic applause its reception has rarely been 
equaled. It was soon translated into every 
language in Europe. Hood Used to laugh 
as he wondered how they would render 
"seam and gusset and band" into Dutch. 
It was printed and sold as catchpennies, 
printed on cotton pocket handkerchiefs; it 
was illustrated in a thousand-ways, and 
the greatest triumph of all, which brought 
tears of joy to Hood's eyes, before a week 
was out a poor beggar woman came sing- 
ing it down the street, the words set to a 
simple air of herownv •

ured lu tho historic supper which Mary, 
queen of Scots, took-the night before- her 
execution. .

This pitcher, now more than 800 years 


old nnd originally owned by the ill fatod 
Mary Stuart, in spite of its (indent name 
and fame, is a very unpretentious looking 
nffnir. It is of thin white china, on which 
Is traced a very uuobstructive design in 
1)1 ue und gold, and does -not look unlike 
tho delftwuro popular 00 or 00 years ago. 


Mrs. Daub has had tho pitcher but a 


short time, having received it from her 
grandmother while on'ii'recent visit to her 
homo in the cast, but it has been in the 
Holman family, Mrs. Dabb's ancestry* 
since tbo sixteenth century. 


The Holmans are descendants of the 


Phrntagenets—the line of kings that suc- 
ceeded tho Normaus—und during the mid- 
dle ages tho Holmans were quite an illus- 
trious house. Among some old family pa- 
pers, which are still in existence, is one 
referring to the tea sot of which this pitch- 
er was u part This says that tho tea was 
bought from "H, certain Mistress • Ken- 
nedy," aud that it hud formerly belonged 
to her mistress, tho quoen of Scots. Mrs. 
Kennedy, it will bo remembered, was tho 
queen's faithful servant. 


On tho night preceding her execution 


tho queen, surrounded by her weeping 
servants, supped in liar upurtmouts at 
Fotherlngay castle. "Sho supped sparing- 
ly and soberly, tie her manner was," says 
one historian. When sho saw her servants 
weeping, she cheered them and then as- 
signed to each that portion of her. personal 
belongings sho wished each to have. 
••: ' 


After this little feast was over and on 


the following day this pitcher, which is 
now in ChicjigDf, with the other things 
that were not given away, was doubtless 
turned over to Mrs. Kennedy nnd faithful 
old Melvil, for a letter from onoof the offi- 
cials connected with the execution snys 
that this dispostlon was made of all the 
dead queen's effects, except her papers. 


Through all vicissitudes the Holmans 


clung to this memorable set of dishes, but 
in tho course of centuries some have been 
broken, others lost, until tho little blue 
and white pitcher that Mrs. Dabb cherishes 
'so fondly is the solo survivor of its historic 
family.—Chicago News.

Indeed, not always being cooked, lil i 
moat, before ihoy are eaten, are the more 
likely to transmit disease germs.- Not long 
ago the experiment was tried of Washing, 
in water which had first boon sterilized, a 
bunch of grapes, a pear and an orange 
taken from a fruiterer's stand, whore they 
had been exposed for half a day In tho usu: 
al fashion. The water was then analyzed; 
with startling results in the way of duu- 
gerous microbes. The open meat baskets 
of the butchor's delivery boy aro another 
cause of offense quite as flagrant as the 
hanging of- joints and carcasses at his 
door. At some high class markets the joint 
or fowl when selected by the customer is 
wrapped in his presence in a large and en- 
veloping sheet of fine white paper, the ad-- 
dress ia skewered in, and thus inclosed the 
purchase reaches tho buyer's icebox. Such 
attractive .tidiness is an excellent business 
investment, aside, from its good sanitary 
points.—-New York Post

Equipage 
were simple; people usually drove them 
selves; there were no liveries, but the hos- 
pitality waa profuse.

Even the fact that' half the people of tho 
world are at this time engaged in abusing 
or defending her shows that she is built to 
attract attention and invite contention. 
Ihe ordinary commonplace things of the 
world do not attract attention; only the 
little things of value invite contention.

create more surprises and make more ma- 
terial advancement in a given time than 
any other state in the Union.

ChrUttan Qndeavor Excu*Blopl«t«

Two thousand Endeavorers*sailed from 


this port July 4 by the steamer Trave. 
The contingent just arrived on the Aller 
is the advance guard of the army of hard 
luck that is returning from the continent 
as fast as "money from home" will bring 
them from interior points to Cherbourg 
or Southampton, where they meet the 
steamers. Their passage home had been 
paid. 


The pilgrims on tho Aller were from 


Philadelphia, Maryland, St. Louis, Mem- 
phis and other points in the south and 
west. 


The majority of them are strandod 


hero in New York, awaiting remittances' 
to take them home. They ar" well to do 
persons at that. Last June they paid 
from .$300 to $500 to a touiist agiincy to 
take them to London for the internation- 
al convention of Endeavorers aud there- 
after acioss the continent on various per- 
sonally conducted tours. 


Mrs. S. J. Edwards of St. Louis, one 


of the party, says that the first troubles 
came from the fact that the agency as- 
signed one guide and two baggagemen to 
n party of 180 tourists.

Teaching by Phonograph. 


A professor of languages in this city bna 


brought tho phonograph into use na an as- 
sistant. He uses It to teach his pupils tho 
proper pronunciation. His method is to 
send with his textbook u phonograph and 
20 loaded mid 20 blank clylimlors. Each 
lesson in the book is arranged in questions 
and answers, and the pupil puts the proper 
cylinder in the phonograph before begin- 
ning a lesson. With the book before him 
and the tubes of the phonograph iu his 
oars, ho reads the lesson and also hears the 
phrases repeated with the proper accent. 
This he can repeat until he 1ms acquired 
tho proper pronunciation and thoroughly 
understands tho lesson. Then he uses one 
of tho blank clyinders and repeats what bo 
has learned for the purpose of sending it 
back to the professor and having it cor- 
rected. 
The professor places the tube into 


his phonograph, listens to his pupil and 
writes out such criticisms as are necessary 
and sends them to him. By this means 
many are enabled to stndy at their homes 
and tbo professor to have pupils in any 
part of the country. 
The professor has 


over 600 machines out.—New York Times.
